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LAFC Okays City’s Largest Annexation 


“The Dominguez Ranch may be 
the piece of property that changes 
the face of Yorba Linda,’’ declared 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing. Her 
comment followed Local Agency 
Formation Commission (LAFC) 
action which gave unanimous 
approval to annexation of the 670 
acre holdings last week. The 
annexation increases the size of the 
city by 18 per cent. 

The Dominguez annexation not 


only comprises the largest annexa- 
tion in the history of the city--but is 
also unprecedented in its configura- 
tion. 

In fact, the odd shape of the 
annexation, as proposed by the city, 
resulted in a LAFC staff recommen- 
dation that the annexation be 
denied. LAFC Executive Director 
Richard Turner advised denial on 
the basis that the annex would 
constitute ‘‘urban sprawl."’ 


Yorba Linda city administrator 
Art Simonian countered that urban 
sprawl is ‘‘rapid, uncoordinated and 
unplanned growth.'’ The Yorba 
Linda project has been on the 
drawing board since 1970, Simonian 
urgued, and has been carefully 
planned. ‘‘Irregular boundaries 
don’t necessarily mean urban 
sprawl,’’ he added. 


In short order, LAFC voted 


unanimously to approve the 
annexation, adding 50 acres of 
county street and railway right-of- 
ways to the original 620 proposed by 
the city. 

“I. was stunned,’’ commented 
Mayor Ewing. ‘‘I expected approval 
but the unanimous vote surprised 
me. I know LAFC philosophy has 
changed---they study an annexation 
on its merits and on logical land use 
patterns and future services. That 


accounts for the 5-0 vote,’’ she 
concluded. 

The Dominguez property is one of 
several rectangular ‘‘ranches’’ that 
lie due east of the city. The 
Dominguez Ranch is separated from 
city boundaries by the Upper K 
Ranch and some Yorba and Travis 
properties. In order to meet a LAFC 
stipulation that annexations be 
contiguous to city boundaries, Yorba 
Linda city staff pieced off sections of 


Kraemer, Yorba and Travis land to 
make a ‘‘bridge’’ to the Dominguez 
holdings (see map on page 2). In 
effect, the new annexation islands 
the Upper K Ranch to the east of the 
city. 

The city has long sought to expand 
to the east, but has not been able to 
come to terms with Gil Kraemer, 
president of the Founders K

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Developers 
Win Planners’ 
Approval 


Developers mostly had it easy at 
Monday night's Yorba Linda City 
Planning Commission meeting. 


John D. Lusk & Son received 
approval for a tentative tract map for 
a seven-lot development on the 
northwest corner of Esperanza and 
Fairmont, and both Standard Pacific 
Corporation and De Ruff Construc- 
tion Company won design approval 
for (respectively) a 23-lot tract on 
Richfield Road south of Buena Vista 
and a 28-lot development on the 
southeast corner of Lakeview and 
Buena Vista. 


The De Ruff tract was approved 
pending further consideration of 
street landscaping, however. Com- 
missioners expressed concern over 
the effect of a projected six-foot wall 
to border the site along both 
Lakeview and Buena Vista. 


Although the developer had 
planned to plant trees along the 
street, commissioners objected to 
leaving the wall itself bare. An 
equestrian trail and a bike trail are to 
lie between the street and the wall 
for much of its length. 


All three developments incorpor- 
ate both bike and horse trails. 


Symmes 


Brea Councilman Donald V. 
Symmes, convicted of a shoplifting 
charge concerning a woman's car 
coat, Monday night relinquished his 
Brea council seat, a decision 
reluctantly accepted by his fellow 
councilmen. 

The resignation is 
immediately. 

Symmes, who was found guilty by 
jury of the shoplifting accusation, 
had stated at a press conference 
before his two trials, the first one 
ending in a hung jury, that if he were 
found guilty, he would resign both 
his council seat and his teaching 
position at Troy High School.

Oil Blaze Doused Near YL 


Firemen from Anaheim and 
Placentia teamed up April 22 to 
douse a blazing oil storage tank on 
Orangethorpe Avenue, .east of 
Crowther in Placentia. 

The tank, owned by Standard Oil 
Company, was being dismantled to 
make room for the Chapman Avenue 
extension to Orangethorpe. 

Heat from a workman’s torch 
apparently ignited one of the. 
oil-soaked wooden supports inside 
the empty tank. E. Carter of 


€ompton was working inside the 


tank when it caught fire. He said he 
attempted to smother the flames 
with dirt, but each time he left the 


tank for more soil, the flames rose 
higher, eventually exceeding his 
reach. 

Water to fight the fire had to be 
relay pumped over 1500 feet through 
two lines from the nearest hydrant. 
A Santa Fe freight train was delayed 
twenty minutes while the hoses were 
routed under the tracks. 

Placentia battalion chief Mike 
Chenard said that Anaheim Unit 
Five responded first to the 3:36 p.m. 
call. Units from Placentia were then 
called, »because ‘‘Or

The Anaheim truck remained at 
the scene to relay water to the four 
Placentia units that responded. 

Orange Fire Captain Darell 
Verburg and a fireman were also 
present ‘‘to take a few pictures for 
our training’’. Verburg said firemen 
often attend fires in other cities to 
make note of water supply and other 
problems. ‘‘Just as i walked up, I 
met the San Clemente Fire Chief, 
who happened to be in the area,”’ 
Verburg said. 

The 
tank is being dismantled by W.H. 
Thomas Crane and Truck Service of 
Huntington Beach.

‘‘There is no punishment he can 
render that will equal the 
punishment this has already put on 
my family.”’ 

Sentencing before Judge Phillip 
R. McGraw is scheduled for 
Thursday and could carry a 
maximum sentence of six months in 


county jail and a maximum fine of 
$500.

Dead In RifleAccident 


A young Yorba Linda resident 
died Friday evening at Placentia 
Linda Hospital after receiving a 
head wound while cleaning a rifle. 
Robert Kimble (Kim) Henrickson, 
20, of 4744 Avenida de las Flores, 
who had been taken to the hospital 
following the accident shortly after 4 
p-m., was pronounced dead at 6:10 
p-m. 

Henrickson was struck in the 
forehead by a .22 cal. cartridge when 
the rifle fired as he was rubbing 
down its stock with furniture polish. 
Other live rounds were reportedly 
found in the firearm by investi- 


gators. 

Henrickson, who lived with his 
parents, Harry and Mildred 
Henrickson, had lived in Yorba 


Linda since 1967. Prior to moving to 
the Avenida de las Flores address in 
1970, the family had lived on Wagon 
Wheel Drive. 

An honor student, Henrickson 
was a sophomore at Fullerton Junior 
College, where he had been on the 
President’s List. He was studying 
business administration, with a 
major in industrial management. 

Henrickson had graduated from 
Valencia High School in 1973. In 


addition to earning scholastic honors 
there, he had belonged to Boy’s 
League and the Lettermen’s Club, 
having earned his letter in 
cross-country and track. 

He had entered Orchard Elemen- 
tary School in the sixth grade and 
then gone on to Kraemer Junior 
High. He and his younger brother, 
Gregory Keith Henrickson, had 
been Scouts in Yorba Linda. 

Apart from athletics, Kim's 
greatest interest was in cars. In 
addition to attending auto races as a 
spectator, he had won trophies at car 
rallies with friends and had rebuilt 
his own car into a high-performance 
vehicle. 

Born in Van Nuys, Kim had 
moved with his family to Northern 
California, Georgia, and Texas 
before settling in Yorba Linda. 
Survivors are his parents and 
brother, all of the home.

Planners Set 
Sign Policy 


Signs continue to concern Yorba 
Linda’s planning staff. In a report 
presented to the city planning 
commission at its Monday night 
meeting, Associate Planner Vincent 
A. Bautista recommended establish- 
ment of official policy that would 

* encourage use of wooden or 
painted signs over electric signs, 

* requite the source of 
illumination of wooden signs not be 
visible, 

* ban bare-bulb or neon signs, 

* restrict translucent signs with 
interior lighting to 430 milliamp 
fluorescent tubes without review or 
800 milliamp tubes with special 
approval (1500 milliamp tubes 
would be banned), and 

* forbid expansion of non-confor- 
ming electric signs. 

City Attorney Tom Clark pointed 
out that such requirements would 
likely require an amendment to the 
city zoning ordinance, since no such 
limitations are presently included. 

In addition, Bautista proposed 
that businesses be encouraged or 
required to turn off signs after 
business hours.

I 
wonder if the three 
Placentia City Councilmen, 
who must bear the respon- 
sibility for this, _ still 
honestly believe that they 
were right? 

The building stands in 
mute testimony, a symbol of 
the sometime inept leader- 
ship of this city.

lovely. 

I finally figured out, 
though, why the artist's 
early designs were so 
familiar. The vandals in this 
town may not know it but 
they have the beginnings of 
artistic talent.
